It was printed right on the program, 
but the large audience attending the 
performances of “The Belles of the Gay 
Nineties,” held Thursday and Friday 
nights of last week at the Shawsheen 
school hall, were suspicious of the de- 
scriptive adjectives. The dramatic de- 
partment of the Shawsheen Woman’s 
club does not have a reputation for pre- 
centing placid productions — not after 
last year. Almost as soon as the curtains 
parted, the fabrication was evident. 


In the first place, there was nothing 
very haleyon about the plight of Mrs. 
Bounderfield, subtly played by Mrs. Wal- 
lace C. Fiedler, who found herself, a 
widow, her income cut off, her debits 
soaring and her only credits, three un- 
married daughters whose ladylike tal- 
ents appeared to have no marketable 
value. 


Mrs. William G.'Thompson, as Agnes 
Bounderfield, was an inspired poetess 
who burst into rhyme or tears at the 
slightest provocation. Senga by pen- 
name, her poems were printed promiscu- 
ously in the local paper, but brought no 
financial return, since payment for her 
heart’s music would be a sacrilege. Her 
ever-ready tears were the result of an 
unrequited love affair, and she drooped 
like a tender flower from whom the sun 
has been taken. At twenty-four she was 
an old maid. 


Mrs. Walter C. Wilson, Jr., as Lydia 
Bounderfield, was an old maid, too, but 
didn’t give a hoot. Her great talent was 
art, and her masterpiece was “The 
Languid Lily,’ a reproduction of her 
fair but fading sister Senga. 


Millicent (Mrs. Leslie S. Joliffe) had 
no obvious gift, but she could flirt like 
fury, and did so, to the consternation 
of her friend and foe in a vicious love 
triangle, Alicia North, whose dramatic 
ways and French-sprinkled speech were 
effectively accomplished by Mrs, G. 
Edgar Best with savoir-faire. 

A fourth daughter, Katy, played 
with Mrs. Philip Costello’s characteris- 
tic aplomb, didn’t help financial matters 
any when she appeared on the scene 
with her “five little darlings” to take up 
her abode with “mama,” because she

had detected the odor of beer on her 
husband’s breath. Three of her chil- 
dren were played by William Edwards, 
Teddy Dwyer ‘and David Best, and they 
were not such darlings after all, and by 
their tricks and abuses finally drove the 
servants from the house. 

Mrs. Walter C. Caswell, as Mrs. 
Fisher, the seamstress, did a very con- 
vincing job of the town busy-body who 
‘never gossiped” and kept a straight 
face through the by-play of comedy and 
the hilarious audience reaction to her 
going-out costume. Mrs. Joseph A. Mul- 
vey, as Bridget, the cook, was an audi- 
ence favorite, with her Irish brogue and 
her chosen role of Cupid’s assistant in 
bringing Agnes and the butcher to- 
gether. Mrs. Sherman S. Locke, as Julia, 
the maid, had a minor role that never- 
theless caused fireworks when she gave 
“the five little darlings’ a more apt and 
less loving name. 

Things kept happening that belied 
the gay nineties as haleyon days, and 
even the costumes were ruffiled. How- 
ever, the comedy lay not so much in the 
incidents as in the philosophy of the 
women, and especially of Mrs. Bounder- 
field, whose dignified and strictly femi- 
nine exterior was a foil for her practical 
and even calculating mind. Her téte-a- 
téte with Millicent, in which she ex- 
pounded on the ways of attracting a 
man ‘and the reasons for so doing, was 
one of the high points of the play. 

The theme of the play revolved 
around the importance of men, their 
strong shoulders for leaning purposes 
and their bulging pocketbooks for pick- 
ing purposes. The butcher who supplied 
meat for the family for a song, or rather 
a poem from Senga, was handsome and 


had money and eventually he had Senga 
in spite of his plebian occupation. Milli- 
cent’s fiance was an old and broken-down 
man of 29 with no chin to speak of, but 
he had a large house, a distinguished 
name and allowed himself to be captured 
by Millicent when her distaste for 
housework overcame her distaste for 
being an “old man’s darling.” Frederick 
Greenhouse was also much discussed be- 
cause of his weakness for “beah,” but 
even that was overlooked when the fi- 
nancial entanglements made it auspi- 
cious for Katy to pick up her brood and 
return to his well-shingled roof. Male 
ancestors also crept into the picture to 
exert an influence on their feminine de- 
scendants, and all in all, although men 
never appeared in any of the scenes, 
their rolls (folding money) eventually 
brought about a happy ending. 

A great deal of credit for the suc- 
cess of the play should be given to the 
workers behind the scenes, whose co- 
operative efforts produced an almost 
professional background for the comedy. 
The costumes, which had been borrowed 
from about 20 different private homes 
and attics, were tracked down by Mrs. 
Edward J. O’Donnell, chariman of the 
committee which included Mrs. Frank 
Kefferstan, Mrs. Justin Rex and Mrs. 
Carl Shulze. Mrs. John B. Guild was in 
charge of make-up and May Brown was 
the coiffure artist. Mrs. Irving T. Wil- 
kinson was in charge of props, assisted 
by Mrs. Arthur E. Steinert and Mrs. 
Charles E. Fowler. Mrs. William K. Ed- 
wards as director was assisted by Mrs. 
Charles E. Fowler and Mrs. Hiram 
Young.

out what citizens are willing to con- 
vert unusued property to provide 
additional living accommodations. 
Other communities have been suc- 
cessful in partially or totally meet- 
ing their housing needs by a con- 
version program, and Andover will 
test its community reaction to the 
program next week. The men 
making the survey will meet in the 
Veterans’ Service office on Monday 
night at 7:30, and anyone inter- 
ested in assisting in the plan is in- 
vited to be present. 

First to be considered in the con- 
version plan will be the town-owned 
Shaw estate and town officials have 
already started the ball rolling by 
investigating the number of veter- 


ans who could be housed in the 
estate, at a minimum conversion 
cost. 


A representative cross section of 
the veterans met in the lower court 
room Thursday night to discuss the 
procedure of the plan and to sug- 
gest other proposals for the com- 
mittee’s investigation. A four-point 
program, including 1) conversion, 
21 land sites, 3) temporary housing 
and 4) permanent buildings, was 
developed and will be introduced 
by the veterans’ representatives at 
the next meeting of the full com- 
mittee.

Sand and Gravel 

Andover’s Board of Selectmen 
have become very much upset at’

There is a prob- 
ability that when school reopens 
in September an officer will be 
stationed there at times. 

The hearing, attended by about 
twenty citizefs, brought forth that 
the lights are now flagrantly dis- 
regarded, and at times misused. It 
was felt that retiming with a 
longer time for the intermediate 
yellow signal would eliminate the 
reasons for the violations. 

The Selectmen are also asking 
Mr. Copell to check on. possible 
re-hooding, since traffic entering 
from School street sees both the 
lights on Main street and the 
lights on Chapel avenue.

Mr. Stone, just 
told me that he never made such 
a statement, and that Mr. Hardy 
would not consent to have me 
show them where the Tarvia was 
removed from the road. Mr, Hardy 
stated to you that the abuttors 
complained to the police, but still, 
Sergeant Nicoll, told me that he 
was sent here by the Selectmen to 
see that Highland Avenue was 
plowed out, regardless of any dam- 
age that might be done. 


Mr. Hardy has not answered 
any of the seven questions that I 
have submitted to you at his re- 
quest, even though he has ad- 
mitted that the bulldozers had 
torn up the roadway, and that a 
petition was presented to his 
Board for consideration. Mr. 
Hardy now claims that the neigh- 
bors are to blame. WHERE IS 
THAT PETITION? It should be 
on the town records, to show that 
it was acted upon.

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Annual New England Conference Is 


Inspirational To. Girl Scout Leaders 


The fog was closing inall around us, it was raining, and 
a cold wind was blowing’ in off the ocean, but the fact re- 
mained that it was May Day, and the second day of the 19th 
Conference for the New England Region of the Girl Scouts 


was getting under way. 


We were part of it. Every Girl Scout heart was warmed 
by the atmosphere of good fellowship which prevailed 
throughout the New Ocean House, and even overflowed into 
the streets of Swampscott itself, 


The theme of the conference, 
“More and Better Scouting,” will 
surely be carried out when these 
hundreds of leaders, ‘council mem- 
bers and professional workers go 
back to the jobs that they hold in 
scouting, inspired by many fine 
speakers. 

It is hard for a national organi- 
zation, such as the Girl Scouts, to 
make every member of that organi- 
zation feel a part of the great pat- 
tern of things, and through the 
year, leaders are apt to feel that 
no one, including the girls in the 
troop, is at all interested im what 
they are trying to do. 

All of us, no matter how strong 
yur basic convictions and ideals, 
1eed to be made to feel, at 
east once in a while, that we are 
iccomplishing something. 


They gave us this feeling at the 
‘conference. The National president 
spoke to us. We asked her ques- 
tions, and she answered them. The 
National director spoke to us, as 
well as many others on the Nation- 
al staff. And we liked them all, 
just as they liked us. We felt that 
we were a part of something really 
worth while, as indeed, Girl Scout- 
ing is. 

The Girl Scout program does not 
consist mainly of tieing knots, 
blowing bugles, and going on 
hikes, as many people seem to 
think. These, along with the hun- 
dreds of other activities, are only 
a means to an end, and that end is 
the building of a better character 
and personality in each girl who 
becomes a Scout. We cannot say to 
a 12-year-old girl, ‘‘You must have 
a good character. You must learn 
give and take. You must know how 
to get along with other people.” 
Instead, the girl must learn these 
things by working and living with 
other young people, taking more 
and more responsibility on her 
shoulders until these much-to-be- 
desired qualities are part of her 
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way of living. We must work with 
the girls not for them. 

“And,” Mrs. Ferguson, our Na- 
tional president, said, “it is up to 
you leaders to accomplish this great 
task. We can put the materials in- 
to your hands, but it is you who 
must translate these materials in 
to words and deeds the girls can 
understand. You leaders are the 
most important people at this con- 
ference.”
